quickly. We understand thft the various 
Wardens have received instuctions from 
the Goldfields Secretary to^ook sharply 
into how far lessees are ccnplying with 
the Regulations — and this S a course of 
action which is being adojted not a day 
too soon. There is no rooi to doubt that 
in this Province a most ijurious mono- 
poly has been engendeed under the 
mining lease system, and it cause for 
wonder that none of the mining associa- 
tions have agitated on the subject, it 
being one in which the forking miner is 
deeply interested, as ho Jso is the greatest 
sufferer ; although it mf be said that all 
whose avocations are c^nected with the 
mining industry experiUce the evil effects 
of this monopoly. Th ease with which 
these leaseholds are acquired, and the 
comparatively small ^penditure thereon, 
corobiAed with the bounty of tenure 
afforded, have no doii>t made the system 
attractive. These Attributes are very 
right and desirable ^here the dona fdes 



of the lessees ore above Buspioion, and 
doubtless the Regulations were framed on 
the natural assuiuptibn that no one would 
think of paying an imnual rental, employ- 
ing a stated number of men, and fulfilling 
the other eonditions imposed, unless prac- 
tical operations .were intended, the 
fact is that in very many instances leases 
are applied , for and granted where the 
applicants have not the remotest intention 
of carrying out the covenants^at least, 
not until they see how things will turn 
out, In other words, areas of valuable 
ground are alienated for “shepherding" 
purposes, pending the result of prospecting 
in the immediate locality. Apart from its 
baneful influence on the prosperity of our 
^Idfieids, this dishonest system is an 
injustice to working miners, or capitalists 
emplo^g labor, engaged in developing 
the mine^ wealth of the country, and is 
one calculated to deaden healthy and ener- 
getic operaribns, More especi^ly is this 
felt in districts where the precious metal 
is carried in lodes, and where one or two 
lessees may become the possessorB of a 
whole line of reef. . For instance, an 
honest lessee may be engaged, at great 
labor and expense, opening out his mine, 
while alongside a block is held by specu- 
lators who spend not a shilling beyond the 
preliminary charges necessary to secure 
them a valuable right \ but immediately 
the working party strikes good stone, the ' 
“shepherded" ground is turned to account, 
probably by being placed on the market 
with a great flourish of trumpets blown 
on the strength of their neighbor’s well- 
deserved success. Such instances are 
numerous in almost every mining district 
in Otago. '• ... 

I / This state of affiirs, we are glad to learn, 
has attracted the attention of the Gold- 
fields Department, and immediate steps 
will no doubt be taken to put a stop to 
the wholesale monopoly of auriferous land 
which now obtains. It is to be hoped that 
not only will this desired reformation be 
prospective hut retrospective also— indeed, 
the application of rigorous measures 
against present speculative holders is the 
more necessary and imperative from the 
fact that this bogus system of Acquiring 
mining property has been allowed to go 
on unchecked until it has become. difficult 
to estimate the ai^ thus-lockol up. , Tg 
it therefore wonderful that . minera aro 
ready to leave our goldfields whenever a 
favorably opportunity occirfi^ or. that every- 
year the quantity of gold produced gets 
le^ and less ? Rather, ithe astouishi ng 
thing is that it has kept up to so high a 
standard in face of tho many . difficulties 
surrounding the producing power. Tliose 
who have had control of the goldfields aro 
much to blame for tho laxity or negli- 
gence which has been allowed to prevail 
with respect to the pjirticular evil now 
under nctico ; and which can only be ac- 
counted for by supposing that the heads of 
^he Department never took the trouble to 
examine the statistics accompanying — or 
which should accompany — thb Wardens* 
reports. If these have not hitherto been 
furnished, it is to be hoped steps will bo 
I taken to obtain them, and that a return will 
be laid on the Council table during the 
approaching session showing how far the 
the conditions of the Mining .Lease Re- 
gulations have been complied with by 
lessees in this Province. We venture to 
say the result will create no little astonish- 
ment. When the evil is thus exposed, let 
no half measures be adopted. Every 
lease of auriferous ground which has been 
issued a certain time, and in which the 
conditions have been neglected — unless 
I some very sufficient cauao can be shown 
why they have been so unfulfilled — should 
be cancelled, and thrown open to those 
who have the means and the will to deve- 
lope the riches of the ground so resumed. 
By this means an impetus will be given 
the gold mining industry which it now 
sadly stands in need of, and the goldfields 
be largely rid of a class of speculators 
I whose presence is not productive of good 
to any but themselves. So strongly do we 
feel on this matter, and the iniquity of the 
I present state of things, that we have no 
hesitation in saying that it would be a 
matter of profit to the Government, and 
great advantage to the goldfields, were a 
qualified.Luspector appointed, whose duty 
it would be to examine and report upon 
the manner in which large extents of auri- 
ferous lands are dealt with by persona 
holding the same for purely speculative 
purposes. This is a course of action which 
it would be well for the Executive to 
consider and lay before the Provincial 
Council.

Much agitation exists in reference to the 
Crown Terrace. The miners, laborers, and 
parties wisliing to settle in the district, are 
anxious to have it thrown open on any terms. 
The cattle owners and farmers wish it to re 
main as it is. The former because they can 
manage to evade the assessment as they did 
recently, when they drove their cattle into 
paddocks until after tho mustering, so that 
instead of 1200 head only about 200 wore 
mustered ; the latter because they fear com- 
petition, and would Stniner sell their own 
worked-out farms than see fresh lands 
opened. If the terrace is opened it will help 
on the Wanaka road, will grow splendid 
crops, employ large amounts of capital and 
labor, 'and at once raise the status of the 
Arrow district. As the opposition is an in- 
terested one, tho Government will no donht, 
as in the case of the runs, use their <»wn judg- 
ment. A petition in favor of its being 
opened has been forwarded. 

From the Sliotovcr I learn that Mr Aspi- 
nail. Skipper’s Point, is busily engaged cut- 
ting a irbek tail-race to sluice the wlude ter- 
race. The work will he very costly, and is 
the largest yet undertaken in the district 
by the capital of one individual. There is 
little doubt but that an immense deid of gold 
will yet be obtained from this famous ter- 
race, which ought properly to have been 
termed the Golden Prnnt of the Sliotover, 

The tributers of tho Phoenix claim have 
completed their preliminary works, which 
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consist of opening a pMs between the upper 
and lower levels ..of ^fch0 mine, and erecting’* 
fluming for supply of their gmnd array of 39 
stamp heads — 25 of whicli are now in work- 
ing order. They propose to crush 100 tons 
before winter. During the winter, when of 
course the battery cannot be worked, tiiey 
propose to get out 600 tons ready for tho 
spring crushing. The. value ^ this imrnenao 
mine is now beginning to be understood. 
They can commence on several reefs which 
their levels intersect ; ono reef alone is 14ft. 
thick and will run loz. to the ton through 
the whole body of the stone. This fact alone 
shows what magnificent results may be anti- 
cipated from the iy'wking of tliis mine, which 
is a perfect qimrry^of quartz. The Nuggett 
and Cornish reef is also a mine of a similar 
nature, and when the new level ia put in, 
which is to be the lowest practicable, it will 
also be able to send out unlimited quantities 
of quartz. In the case of both claims water 
power is used for the machinery, and a low 
average yield .will pay good dividends. If 
inveaters only knew the real state of affairs in 
regard to the Nugget reef and the immense 
time it will take to work out such a claim, 
the reTnaining shares in the company would 
be taken up at once. 

Tile new building for the Bank of Now 
Zealand is progressing very rapidly. Mr 
Campbell, the builder, maybe proud of its 
progress aud appqaroiice. 

We had aflood in the river last week, when 
a portion of the Arrow Valley track was 
washed away. It has been prom ptly repaired 
by the road department. 

Advices from the Oardrona-inform me that 
a few parties are doing very well, although 
matters generally are dull ; still great anxiety 
is shown to obtain land for settlement. 
Good houses are erected, and few are 

talking of leaving. J^n. application has been 
forwarded ih' favor of the sale of the town- 
ship. ^ The four hotels tliere have each ap- 
plied for renewal of license. Mr B(rnd has 
by his own labi>r erected a really fine ma- 
chine worked by a waterwlioel for chuff-cut- 
ting, threshing, &c., equal to two-horse 
power. Parties who have seen it say it ia 
very ingenious. He is also cultivating four 
acres with garden proilucc. The Oarlrona 
bids fair te be one of our principal alluvial 
fields, and the opening o*l the Wanaka road 
will accelerate its progress.

An amendincni had however been 
introduced, to the effect that miners should 
only have to compensate lessees for actual 
damage done, not for value of land, except 
in returning rent paid.

i An amend ment was proposed by Mr Butler, 
seconded by Mr Fred Evans— That the Crown 
Terrace be left as at present, a commonage 
for stock, and not be disposed of in any wai'. 

The discuisioTi became stormy. Messrs 
Roach, Butler, Ben Walker, and Pritchard, 
spoke to the amend.ment. Messrs Fergus- 
son and Gnkbton, were in favor of the Crown 
Ten*acft being thrown open for agricultural 
settlement, on the terms proposed by the 
Association. 

The amendment was carried by a very large 
majority. 

The Ohairmai stated that the Dliners’ As- 
sociation would none the less forward their 
resolutions for tee considoratioa of tho Go- 
vernment. 

Tho meeting tl^cn closed. Although a fresh 
chairman was not appointed, the parties in- 
terested in maintuning tho Crown Terrace as 
a commonage kepi; the audience engaged for 
an hourlator, but no additioaal resolutions 
were passed.

To the JSditoT of the Cromwell Argus. 

SiR,“^Tlie question of Frpyinoial, disostablieb’ 
nent ia undoubtedly the hinge on which, to a 
great extent, hangs the future prosjierity of the 
goldfields. It is therefore, the . duty of all con- 
nect^ with the goldfields to look ahead, to oon> 
'aider and weigh carefully, and he prepared when 
the fast-approaching , time comes to give a de- 
cided and 'fffiU-considered answer to 9ie impor-, 
tant question that will Undoubtedly he put to 
the country after the next meeting of the Gene- 
Tal Assembly. In considering -this subject, the 
first question that presents itself • for an answer 
IB, Has justice been done to the goldfields by the 
Provincial Government ? After careful con- 
sideration, my answer is, Certainly not. And 
with your permission J 'will show ho*w I arrive 
at this conclusion. It will bo admitted that of 
late years more attention has been paid to the 
goldfield a than formerly, and believe 

Mr Reid, the present head of the Government, 

too much attention is being paid to the gold- 
fields. But this is a statement that I defy Mr 
Reid to flubstantiate, and 'what is more, I am 
prepared to show that the boot is on the other 
leg. To put a fair question, — What has the 
Provincial Government ever done for the gold- 
fielda? Nothing hut what they were actually 
-compelled or shamed into, doing. And again, — 
What has the Provincial Government done foT* 
the squatter, the down-country farmers, Dun- 
edin and its vicinity? My answer is,— Every- 
thing that lay in their power. Land has been 
let to the squatter at a mere trifle, and had the 
^same land been judiciously let, the revenue 
would have been doubled or more. The land 
lately let for sheep-farming in the Lake distiict 
13 proof of what t say. Enormous blocks of the 
choicest land in the Province have been sold for 
half their value to influential capitalists and 
moneyed politicians. Take,, for instance, Mr 
Clark’s case. Suppose the Rtoa Flat had been 
lail off in farms of 200 or’ 300 acres each, and 
ut up to auction, how much more would have 
cen realised ? Three times the* sum paid by the 
money-bag. But that is a mere trifle compared 
with the consequences. There lie thousands of 
-acres of the pick of the country without a single 
habitation thereon ! That is land monopoly 
with a vengeance ] The Provincial rulers get 
■ out of it this way. The Province was in debt, 
"the creditors pushing for money, and there was 
:^lao a heavy overdraft at the. Bank, which was 
also pressing. Consequently a sacrifice of the 
land had to be made to meet demands. That is 
to me the greatest proof of all that a change of 
Go'vemmenfc is wanted. When the Provincial 
Government finds it necessary to sacrifice the 
■public estate to keep in motion their expensive 
machinery, it is time for the people to cry. Stop. 
The down-country farmers will say at once that 
they cannot see in what way they have been 
. liberally treated by the Provincial Government, 
But let them comoare their case 'with that of 
the miners, and they will be short-sighted indeed 
if the advantage ou their sMe is not plainly seen. 
It is amongst them that the great bulk of the 
money voted for road-making has been spent. 
It is they who are reaping the benefit of the sub- 
sidy to the Road Boards, and it is amongst them 
that the iron horse is making' its presence felfc. 
What a good j*oa<l is to the farmer, a water-race 
■or a sludge -channel is to the miner. There are 
numerous roads down-country made at the pub- 
lic expense for the good of a few farmers, but 
where is the water- race or sludge-channel on the 
goldfields made out of the Provincial revenue or 
borrowed money ? Suppose a few of the Taieri 
farmers discovered that by getting a road cut to 
a certain piece of bush, say on Mauugatua, the 
price of firewood, posts and rails, etc. , would be 
reduced. They immediately get a deputation 
formed and despatched to Mr Reid. The case 
is laid before him, and he promises to do all in 
hi3 power; Everyone knows what that means. 
In the next Estimates laid before the Council, 
this road is provided for. But when the miners 
and others in .the Dunstan d [strict discover a 
piece of hush from which, if a road was cut, 
timber could be brought tp the Dunstan and 
Cromwell flats much cheaper than it can he 
brought from Lake Wauaka, and 'when a depu- 
tation waits upon the Goldfields Secretary (who 
is to the Dunstan and Cromwell pen pie what Mr 
Reid is to the Taieri people), a good case made 
cut, the necfissity for and the heuefit of such a 
road clearly shown and admitted, what do we 
find ? The Goldfields Secretary putting all sorts 
of obstacles in the way : surveys were necessary, 
Government officials must visit the hush and 
report thereon, and a whole lot of other thincfs 
that were never mentioned by Me Reid to the 
'faieri farmers, which is, in my opinion, equiva- 
lent to saying that no sum will be placed on tbo j 
Estimates for such a road. And why deal sol 
hardly with the Dunstan and Uromwell people ? 
Simply because they live in that part of the 
Province that Mr Reid say a too much attention 
is being paid to. Petitions sent from the miners 
”tn the Provincial Government as a rule only help 
to fill up the shelves in tlie Provincial buildiugs, 
and not content with that, they brms» their in- 
fluence to bear against any petition that may bo 
sent by the miners to the General Government, 
as 'was the case with the petition praying for the 
esbabliahment of raining boards. — T am, &c.,

LOCAL COMPANIES. 

Carricr. 

The Elizabeth Co. — ^This company hav- 
ing proceeded so far with its tunnel as to 
prove the non-existence of the lode at the 
tunnel level to the south of the workings, has 
commenced a branch tunnel direct for gmiind 
known to be good. This ground could not 
be worked to advantage from the tunnel at 
rhe northern side of the hill, the depth 
teached in the workings inducing the company 
ot penetrate the hill at a lower level from the 
opposite side. As the ground continues 
moderately easy to work, it is expected that 
the stone may be reached in a short time. 
Pending the result, the mill is silent — as in- 
deed it has been for some months. A call of 
6s. per share has been made to defray the 
expenses of this operation. 

The Caledonian Company, which has 
been tunnelling for a long time without suc- 
cess, is reported to be about opening out some 
of the reef where payable stone is said to 
exist, and it is hoped that better fortune may 
await the shareholders than they have yet 
experienced. The dissatisfaction which so 
frequently attends non-payable companies 
induced the directors to change their legal as 
well as their mimng manager. 

The Crown and Cross Company contem- 
plate erecting crushing machinery in the 
gully below their claim, and as several reefs 
are being worked in the vicinity, it should 
prove of great benefit to the locality. The 
lode in this company’s ground is reported to 
be looking well. 

Bendigo. . 

The Cromwell Go. — There is nothing 
to report of this mine ; the atone continues 
excellent, as the late crushing amply testi- 
fies. 712 ounces last week^ from a small 
crushing, is no doubtful evidence of its 
value, 

Mr Parry, the company’s late manager, has 
resigned, and is now working a recently dis- 
covered reef adjoining Logan’s first lease, 
and running parallel therewith on its south- 
ern side, in which a very promising reef ex- 
ists, and from which good stone is now being 
raised. • 

Rooney & Jones’ reef, on this latter line, 
gives every Appearance of being a first-class 
property. The reef has gradually widened 
as it descends, and is on the average, at a 
depth of some 30 to 35 feet, from eighteen 
inches to two feet wide. The stone is of a 
mbbly character, and the reef is perpendicu- 
lar so far The stone is remarkably rich, and 
as much as six or seven dwts. of loose gold 
is reported to have been taken from the 
washing of a single dish of the rubble. 

The Lucknow,— This company promises 
shortly to make good its name. The mana- 
ger reports the water almost all bailed out, 
some two or three feet only remaining, and 
there is every indication of the upward work- 
ings or rise penetrating the old workings at 
the proper place. A week or two should 
close the scene of this company’s weary ope- 
rations of the last two or three years, when 
the old story of the continuons hardness of 
the rock will, we hope, give place to a diffe- 
rent class of reports, and if we may judge by 
the richness of the leader existing in the 
floor of the tunnel, future accounts of this 



min© will bo of a more cheering character. 
The reason for not at present opening up this 
leader is that it would interfere with the 
work of connecting the tunnel with the old 
workings, — which will be very shortly accom- 
plished. 

i The latest discovery in this district is a 
new reef in the neighborhood of the Rise and 
Shine Company’s alluvial works at the head 
of Bendigo GuUy, where a large and valuable 
reef is being opened up. 

The old reef known as Rise and Shine is 
also being worked, and it is said that the 
quartz is from 30 to 40 • feet thick. With 
proper machinery this should be a magnifi- 
cent property, as gold is visible throughout 
its entire width. 

The Bendigo Deep Level Co., finding 
that day labor was not satisfactory, called for 
tenders for putting in the tunnel. That of 
Mr Thomas Scott, Carrick, at the rate of 
£3 9s. fid. per foot was accepted. This 
seemingly high price is accounted for hy the 
fact that the formation to be driven is ex- 
ceedingly hard. 



WARDEN’S REPORT-QUEENSTOWN 

DISTRICT. 

The following is Mr Warden Beetham’s 
report for the period ending March 31 ; — 
Mining. 

I have no discoveries to report in either allu- 
vial or quartz mining. The year has been cha- 
racterised hy a complete absence of excitement 
as far as prospecting is concerned. 

Alluvial Mining . — Operations have been al- 
most entirely confined to the development of 
claims bordering the terraces on the banks of the 
Shotover river, and the more systematic working 
of the river-bed. The two claims most worthy 
of notice belonging to the lash-mentioned class 
are the New Channel and Hibernian Companies’ 
claims, — the Hibernian Company being now in 
course of registration. The ground held by this 
company as a special claim comprises a large ex- 
tent of the bed of the Shotover River, lying at 
the foot of those rich terraces on which is situ- 
ated the Shotover Company’s claim and other 
holdings of a similar character. The plant and 
arrangements for working the claim will be, 
when completed, of the beat possible description. 

Quartz Mining. — HherQ is little new to report 
as to this industry. The Nuggett Company has 
increased its capital, and the manager contem- 
plates operations of a most extensive and com- 
plete characte'r. The old Hercules quartz claim 
h^-is, T believe, been taken up by this company, 
and I understand that it is intended to include 
the working of the ground in the contemplated 
operations of the company. The Phoenix Com- 
any’s ground and battery has been let on tri- 
ute for a term of years, and the tribute's are 
busily enga^jed in repairing the plant and bring- 
ing stone to grass. 

Population. 

The population has slightly decreased in con- 
sequence of the Palmer rush and the progress of 
public works in other portions of the Province. 

Agrtculturr, • . ■ _ 

The total amount of ground held under agri- 
cultural lease in this district is 19,111 acres 2 
roods 3 poles. The land occupied under defended 
payments during the year is 502 acres 2 roods 
27 poles. The land directly sold, hot having 
been previously held under lease, is 10S4 acres. 

The crops throughout the district have been 
during the present season exceptionally good, 
both in quantity and quality, the harvest wea- 
ther having been all that could be desired. It 
is, however, impossible to speculate upon the 
prices that will rule for grain, in the absence of 
any practicable outlet to the coast. The com- 
pletion of the Winton and Kingston line of rail- 
way will enable growers and merchants to cal 
culate with more certainty as to price and gene- 
ral value of produce. 

The goldfields revenue collected in the di strict 
during the twelvemonths amounts to £8882 ^5s 
10(1, exclusive of sums received from the diiBct 
purchase of land referred to.

LITHOFR ACTEUB. 

The following interesting paper on the 
merits of “ Lithofracteur” as an explcflive 
agent in mining is from the pen of Mr J A. 
Miller, working manager of the Sona of 
Fortune Gold Mining Co., Arrow Rivei, — a 
gentleman who, apart from his large experi- 
ence in mining generally, speaks on thia spe- 
cial topic from practical experience ii the 
mine above-mentioned. The paper emnot 
bat be interesting to miners in this diirict. 
Mr Miller says : — 

‘ ‘ Lithofracteur is the name of a nov ex- 
plosive material, which is adapted to meet 
the most varied requirements of minen. It 
is much stronger than powder or gun-otton, 
and possesses many advantages over both. 
From the fact that it is a new inventioi, and 
brought before the public with a loud ffiurish 
of its virtues, men are led to expec' more 
from it than it can perform, and expeiments 
have on this account, in several instances, 
failed to realise expectations. However, 
when used with proper caro, and in proper 
proportions to tlie work required to le done, 
it will not fail to give satisfaction, its chief 
advantages are, that a smaller boehole is 
required than if powder is used, ani that in 
blasting detached stones, the hold do not 
require to be buried so deep, Thesaving of 
labor in the boring operations aloi© may be 
estimated at 30 per cent. Then ii tamping 
the holes, a very material saving ii labor is 
also effected, in fact there is no timping re- 
quired ; all that is necessary is aiandful of 
wet clay or dry sand, gently prased down 
with a wooden rammer, so as tcj ciit off all 
connection with the atmosphere. In no case 
should any hard tamping be ised, for it 
stands to reason the perciissioncap used in 
the explosion of lithofracteur wiuld explode 
during the operation. / 

“ The next consideration in is favor is its 
safety. It is considered that t cannot ex- 
plode except through some otjer explosive, 
or through coming in contact with red-hot 
iron, A flame or ordinary rise, although 
firing it, would not make i explode ; it 
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would simply burn away like bo much wk 
powder. - In of the fuse missing foe, 
there is no difficulty or danger in drawing 
the charge, as the cartridge can be easily 
pulled out by the fuse, there being no tamp- 
ing. It is a well-known fact that in nine 
cases out of ten all the accidents which occur 
with powder, happen while drawing charges 
that miss fire. On thia account alone,' the 
lithofracteur cannot be too, highly recom- 
mended, It must also be considered that in 
many cases where powder is used, and tamp- 
ing required, the fuse is injured either by 
the tamping or the material used, a mishap 
which cannot happen-with lithofracteur ; and 
therefore cases of a charge missing fire are 
reduced to a minimum. 

“Lastly, in wet holes it is simply invalu- 
able ; neither an especially prepared cartridgo 
nor tamping is required. In fact, in all ver- 
tical holes the beat tamping that would be 
obtained is water. All that is necessary is 
to protect the cap used from the water, the 
lithofracteur not being in the least afiTect^ 
by it. A little grease or fat of any kind or 
castor oil', will answer the purpose. 

“When used in tunnels or underground 
workings, it has got the additional advantage 
of generating no smoke nor noxious gasea. 
As a precaution, however, it is as well to 
allow a few minutes to elapse before re-enter- 
ing, in order that the oxygen consumed by 
the explosion may be replaced, and to give 
the smoke from the burnt faso time to dis- 
perse. Its action is so sudden, that its force 
is spent the moment it finds vent. This 
peculiarity is shown by the fact that it does 
not send pieces flying in all directions, but 
breaks up the mass, whether stones or reef, 
far more effectually than powder does— a 
virtue which is especially priied where tim- 
ber is used in the construction of the tunnel. 

“ The directions for its use are extremely 
simple. The fuse should be cut, evenly and 
square at the end which is inserted into the 
cap. The fuse should bo well pressed down 
with the cap until it reaches the fulminating 
powder ; then nip the cap with a pair of 
pincers tightly round the fuse so as to prevent 
its displacement. Next open the cartridge 
to be used at one end and press the cap with 
the fuBH into the lithofracteur, tie the car- 
tridge to the fuse, and the charge 'will be 
ready for insertion. Wet clay or dry sand 
in a sufficient quantity to exclude the atmos- 
phere, being pressed down on it, Lhe charge 
is ready for firing. Water forms, however, 
the beat tamping. As already mentioiied, 
all that is required is a little fat or castor oil 
smeared round the cap when on the fuse, to 
prevent the wetting of the fulminating pow- 
der. The lithofracteur requires no protec- 
tion whatever from wet. It sh oiild be plastic 
when about to be used. , Cold makes it hard 
and brittle, and when in this state it is torpid 
and inert in its action, but this can bo readily 
set right by putting the cartridge required 
into a tin vessel, and this again into a second 
one filled with hot watfo, until it is suffi- 
ciently softened, taking care not to make it 
too soft, for it would then be awkward to 
use. 



The working manager of the Sons of For- 
tune Co., Arrow River, in his last report 
says : — ^I may state that the prospects of the 
mine are moat satisfactory, as the greate.st 
obstacles in the shape of reef and landslips 
ha been successfully overcome in a much 
shorter time than was anticipated at the for- 
mation of the company, and I have no doubt 
that payable gold will be struck before the 
time mentioned in the prospectus (viz, ten 
months) from the commencement of active 
operations, has elapsed. 

Platinum has been found from time to time 
in the n6ighbourho()d of Wanapii, some 20 
miles south of Ahipara, a settlement near the 
North Capo, and also in the mountain ranges" 
near the Canadian settlement of Ohaihau. 
Several parties are prospecting in the bush 
in this neighbourhood, and Mr Stovin it is 
reported, has discovered both platinum and 
rubies. Tlie country away to the far-north 
is well known to be rich in minerals. Silver 
ore was some time ngo found near the east of 
Captain Burleigh’s, R.M., which at assay 
gave fioz. of silver to the ton. 

The Observer of Saturday remarks : — The 
Arrow United Company have been put to 
much loss of time and expense by the refusal 
of Messrs Kincaid and McQueen (the firm from 
whom the first machinery was obtained,) re- 
fusing to furnish particulars to Messrs Spar- 
row and Co., who are supplying the new tur- 
bine. The consequence is that an engineer 
has arrived specially from Dunedin to ave- 
rage the new turbine. Mr Elliot, the mana- 
ger, says that this heavy expense and delay 
might have been spared if Kincaid and 
McQueen had been courteous, as he could 
have erected the machine himself, if furnished 
witli the necessary articles. Here we see a 
Dunedin firm showing a lack of sympathy 
with mining enterprise.

At Nelson, on 20tii instant, in an action 
Redwood V. Stafford and llichmoml to recover 
titakes won by plaintiff at tlie race meeting in 
1874, the R.M. decided that Act 3 and 4, Vic- 
toria, relating to horse racing, is not law, in 
New Zealand; that all such matters, are 
therefore regulated by Act 13, George II., 
and by that law no stake for less than £60 
can be recovered ; and further that the 
Btewards of races are not liable for stakes. 
The plaintiff ought to have sued the stake- 
holder in this instance, William Stavet, and 
he had been so appointed by the Jockey Club 
of which plaintiff wjw a member ; that one of 
the stewards sued was not a member of the 
Club at all, but that neither as stewards nor 
as members of the Club were the defendants 
liable. The sole remedy in this case was 
against the depository of the money.

The 
evidence at the inquest showed that Mrs 
M^Cinley first found that the infant was dead 
on Thursday morning, or about thirty hours 
before the police went to the house. During 
this time she was continually the worse for 
liquor, and had tahen no steps for the re- 
moval of the dead . body. The medical 
evidence proved that the child died’ from 
want of food and general neglect. .
